DIRECTOR'S MESSAGE 


To many people in general# and 
UFO researchers in particular# 
there is a wide gap between an 
unknown object seen in our 
atmosphere# and considering whether 
or not the same unknown object has 
occupants« A physical# manifest # 
operational craft seeming at tines 
to e>?hibit Intelligent control # and 
other times to have a behavior 
which appears irrational to us# A 
craft which can be seen both by 
ground personnel and pilots flying 
nearby# with both ground and 
airborne radar locking on the 
"target#** A craft that can be 
photographed-'indeed# when one 
surveys the wealth of hooks, 
periodicals# and papers available 
for scrutiny# it is apparent that 
there e^jists an on-going "great 
debate" over who has the best 
photograph# or **Gee whi^# is it a 
legitimate photograph or a hoaK?" 

I concur that an "E>itraordiriary 
phenomena requires extraordinary 
proof#" to paraphrase remarks by 
Carl Sagan# However# it would seem 
that when a researcher continues to 
see a great quantity of UFO 
reports# many of which by the 
measure able elements involved 
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demand scientific appraisalt and 
liore Ifiportantly that the basic 
integrity # honesty» and character 
of the witness is unhleMishedf the 
researcher eventually has to go 
beyond the nuts and bolts of the 
issue and ask questions about the 
nature of the UFO reality and the 
Implications for the human race* 

To paraphrase Rev* Barry Downingt 
theological consultant to MUFONi 
and borrowing from the movie “Butch 
Cassidy and the Sundance "Mho 

are these guys and what do they 

want?" Which leads us to the 

occupants of the craft* 

Occupants of craft whD» after a 
bit of derial maneuvering! might 

want to land and get out to stretch 
their legs (or shall we say 
appendages!» Occupants who have 
reason to "make contact" with 
citizens of the Earthf or perhaps 
it is just a continuing 
eMtraordlnary coincidence or just 
plain dumb luck that when these 
occupants go for a stroll (in a 
range of areas from sparsely to 
highly populated environs)i human 
beings are encountered* 

The southeast HebrasKa area is 
apparently not immune to the 
interface between the UFO reality 
and the human experience* I have 
done some work with a young woman 
who grew up in a small town In 
Nebraska and she related to me 
initially a re-occuring dream of 
someone at her bedroom window when 
she was living with her parents* 
This "someone" was revealed under 
hypnosis to be an occupant of a 
UFO* 

Lots of items in her hypnotic 
regression are very simlliar to 
other UFO abductions* Of 

particular interest is that she 
seemed to physically pass through 
the walls of her houset and also 
the exterior of the UFO* She was 
taken on board the disc-shaped 
craft which had landed at night 
next to her house* When she asked 
who they were# she was told 
ielepathically that they were 
"explorers#" and that they had 
planned on abducting someone else# 
but that the person had taken a 


wrong turn driving out of town and 
had gotten lost * She was "in their 
files#" as if to suggest some kind 
of tracking or monitoring. 

This case is much more complex 
and lengthy than space permits# but 
I think it serves the purpose of 
reminding us that we need to 
consider the questions poised by 
the interface between the UFO 
reality and our human 
experience * * * indeed# who are these 
guys# and what do they want?

"H^hek's Last Wish for UFOlogy" 

In 19BI Dr* J* Allen Hynek spoke 
at the Hasst Institute of 
Technology on UFOloay . as a 
profession* He had called for 
UFOlogists to unite* To close 
ranks and unite as individuals In a 
spiritual bondf to set up a code of 
professional standards# a code of 
ethics for researchers# 
investigatorsr and writers on the 
topiCf 

I have decided to violate a 
confidence and reveal the details 
of a private neeting I had with Dr* 
Hynek two-and-a-half years ago and 
disclose information about a 
proposal which was an outgrowth of 
that meeting* 

In August 1985 in Beverly# MA# 
Hynek became ill# taken to the 
hospital and was told to relax* I 
was taken aside and invited to 
breakfast the next morning* He 
insisted on a private meeting so he 
could tell me something important* 

He wanted to talk about 
elevating UFOlogy to a professional 
status* Hhat could be done to get 
the three major UFO organlxationSi 
MUFON# CUFOS# and the Fund for UFO 
Research# to exercise greater 
mutual cooperation and less 
duplication, of efforts? To effect 
3 greater utilization of the 
efforts since both funds and 
manpower are limited in UFOlogy* 
Above all# he wanted us to be 
professionals * 

Why me? He wanted me to submit 
a proposal to the three 


orgariizat ions aimed at achieving 
the goals he had discussed* Hynek 
had no intention of g'^eiiing 
involved with inter-organizational 
politics* Me placed the 
achievement of this goal before any 
personal recognition on his part* 

1 drafted a proposal tailored to 
Hynek's wishes and sumbiited it to 
him for approval* *1 then asked 
Paul Cernyf Dr * Richard Haines# Dr • 
David Jacobs# Richard Hall# John 
Schleuchler# Ray Fowler# Budd 
Hopkins# and Dan Wright for 
signatures of endorsement. All. 
agreed and the proposal was 
submitted Sept. 30# 1985. Copies 
were sent to MUFON# CUFOS# Funds 
for UFO Research# and one to Hynek* 

The proposal called for mutual 
cooperation and maKimum utilization 
of our resources. It outlined 
division of duties for the three 
Ofganizaiions and covered the areas 
oft I* Investigation of cases# 2* 
Funding research# 3* Establishing a 
speakers bureau# i* SponsorIng 
symposia# 5* UFO publications# and 
6. Public information* In some 
instances# that a single 
organization be responsible for a 
specific area as well as a Joint 
effort for specific areas# such as 
symposia. 

As for responses# MUFON was 
specific as to what they could and 
could not do* CUFOS and the Fund 
for UFO Research were both vague 
and evasive and only supportive of 
the idea. No action was taken* 
However# the 1987 symposium was a 
Joint effort by MUFON and the Fund 
for UFO Research* 

My paper at the 1988 symposium 
is not a call to reconsider the 
proposal# however professionalism 
must be our top priority at this 
time* A serious commitment of the

Prdy through maKiMun 
utilixation of our resources can we 
ever progress in our attempt- to 
understand the phenomena. We are 
Much stronger together than we are 
a1one * 

It is iMperative we keep in nind 
we are representatives of the UFO 
SL*bJecii The way in which people 
perceive us is the way in which 
they also perceive the UFO subjecti 
We therefore have a crucial 
responsibility to the Mediai the 
public# acedenia# the goverriMent as 
well as to our colleagues and 
ourselves to be the best# Most 
professional representatives as we 
possibly can* 

UFOlogy Must becone a profession 
and the start Must be Made soon# 
For unless this happens# we face 
another several decades of 

buffoonery# ridicule# and idle 
prattle about sightings and useless 
bickering and unproductive 

coMpetition aMong the 

unprofessional dabblers of UFOlogy# 
They will continue to cause the 
UFO phenoMena to be held up to 
ridicule in the eyes and parts of 
the world#

People who have not followed the 
UFO literature assune that "belief" 
i Ti UFO's is syncinyMous with 


"belief" in visitors fron other 
planets# In the early years there 
were two groups of people 
interested in UFO^s. Those who 
sought to investigate then 

scientifically and who becane known 
as urologists# and those who 
believed flying saucers were 
piloted by angelic space brothers 
and froM this belief created a UFO 
religious MoveMent* Both groups 
agreed that the UFO's were of 
extraterrestrial origin# 

Until 196^ there were two 
possible explainations for the UFO 
phenoMena# 1# it was real and 
extraterrestrial in origin# and Z« 
it was unreal and delugionary* The 
idea that UFO's Might be alien 
visitors grew out of a straight 
forward interpretation out of the 
Myriad reports which cane fron 
seeningly reliable witnesses 
including Military and civilian 
pilots as well as sone scientists 
and engineers# They were usually 
described as disc or cigar-shaped 
objects# However # there were a 
nuMber of reports of huManoid 
beings associated with the UFO 
sightings# These beings looked 
More like the product of 
evolutionary processes which Might 
have developed on other planets and 
were consistant with the E<Tt 
hypothesisf Moreover# UFO's were 
being tracked on radar conflrning 
the iestlnony of the eye# which was 
seeing vehicles-not apparitions# 

If UFOloglsts were unable to 
prove the existance of UFO's-and 
probably only the securing of UFO 
hardware could've done that for 
then^at least they were Making a 
case that respected the evidence 
and its iMplicatlons# however 
fantastic• Tenperaiure inversions 
were a poor explaination for 
fast-Moving Metallic discs observed 
by Meterologisis and tracked with 
satel1 lies * 

Less evidential# but still 
suggestive# were reports and ruMors 
of an official UFO coverup* MaJ. 
Keyhoe was largely responsible for 
this strain of thinking in UFOlogy# 
Keyhoe was convinced early on that 
F*T's were visiting us■ He even 
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believed he hsd evidence in the 
photos and testimony of pi lotst 
Even less evidartiialt in fact 
non-evidentually» Mere shadoMy 
rurtors of events which were 
supposed to have occured in the 
southwest in the late 19^0's and 
early 19SQ^s* These were the 
supposed crashes of UFO's and the 
recovery of the renains of then and 
their occupants* 

These stories were not taken 
seriously because the best known 
such story r which was the Aztec p 
New Heuico crash reported in Frank 

Scully's ^ Behind _ the _ Flying 

Saucers ^ " had been exposed as a 
hoax and also because the stories 
were ‘ invaribly unveriflble* 
Neverthelessf such tales played an 
-inportant role in the EtTi 
hypothesis t 

Nhile the 1917 reports took nost 
Anericans by surpriset there was a 
snail band of eccentrics had long 
been aware that such a phenonena 
was being reported* These were the 
readers of Charles Fort's four 
books and those were the readers 
who had gone on to Join the Fortean 
Society whose periodical *‘Doubt“ 
chronicled reports of strange 
aerial sightings fron Fort's death 
to the Arnold encounter* 

Predoninantly were the reports 
of giant airships of 1B9A-97* The 
dirigible scare had people 
enthralled for about six nonihs» 
but was forgotted by everybody 
until Fori revived the incidents in 
his 1919 book " The Book of the 
Panned" * The nent nention of the 
airships was in Donald Kehoe's 1950 
publication " The Flying Saucers are 
Real" » Keyhoe reported the giant 
cigar-shaped vehicles which 
terrorized Anerlca* In the early 
1960's Lou Farishi Charles Flood 
and I exanined the original reports 
fron the archives* What we saw 
surprised all of us* The reports 
were of air shipsi not of space 
ships I not cigar-shaped UFO's■ 
When they landedt they conidined 
very hunan pilots who nade 
extravagant clains about their 
inventions and pronised ful1 
disclosures in the very near 


future* I renenbered how shaken I 
was when I read the accounts* How 
could anything like this be squared 
with the E * T * hypothesis? Mas 
there really a UFO phenonena? 

In 1965 and 1946 Jaque Uallee 
would write two 
scientifleally-based UFO books 
which argued that well docunented 
reports by credible observers 
suggested that E*T. visitations 
were in progress* In 1969i 
howevert Vallee connented that what 
would follow had "nothing to do 
with science" (that quote fron 
"Passport to Hygernia" )^ He went on 
to agrue that UFO's were a part of 
fairy folklore and religious 
visions* 

In the Mid 1940'st John Keel 
took on the E*T* hypothesis with a 
wild paranoia-driven vision of his 
own* One that incorporated hideous 
nonsterst poltergeists^ 
nen-in-black and nenacing alien 
entities into a nightnare vision of 
a hunan race helpless prey to 
forces fron another reality* 

In 1945 *I suggested that contact 
clains be re-exanined in light of 
what we're learning about the 
phenonena * 

In a book I wrote in 1971# " The 
Unidentifiedf " I set aside Keelian 
paranoia about nanipulative aliens 
fron other realities# and argued 
that we were nanipulaiing the 
phenonena# not the other way 
around* Picking up on the folk 
traditions about "little people" 
and nodern reports about UFO 
hunanoidSf I suggested we were 
creating things with our own 
alleged psychokenetic powers * I 
wrote that Carl Jung's notions of 
archetypes of the colleciive 
unconsciousness explained the 
synbolic significance of such 
encounters« 

In the 1970's the Anerican 
UFDIogists had becone polarized 
between the extraterrestrials and 
the paraphysicists* The nost 
inportani convert to the 
paraphysical was J* Allen Hynek who 
rtpved closer to the quasi-cult 
interpretation to the flying saucer 
phenonena* Hynek was not 
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canpletel^ inclined# in fact# he 
could not accept the idea of an 
official UFO coverup* But he did 
take to Vellee's notion between 
UFO's and the paranormal# He also 
was convinced that interstellar 
visitation was impossible because 
the distances were too great# 

There is such a thing as a 
subjective visionar^j eKperience 
which draws on UFO and E.T* 
imagerti# I'm talking about the 
coniactee phenomena# Abductees and 
coniactees are two ver^ different 
animals# The terns are not 

s^non^mous# Abductee reported 

eKperienees are entirely consxsiant 
with the rest of the UFO 
phenononea # including non-abduction 
CE-3's. Coniacteesr on the other 
hand# claim eKperienees of a 
physical or psychic nature with 

benevolent or angelic beings from 
other planets# These don't count 
for credible CE-^3 accounts# These 
aliens inhabit a universe whose 
origins are in theosophy and occult 
tradition# Host contactees have 
histories as occult seekers or 

teachers» 

In the late 197fl's it was 
evident that paraph^sical UFOlog^ 
was going nowhere# One of Its 

central tenants# the Jealous nature 
of the UFD phenomena# was Just 
plain wrong# The new UFOlogists 
assumed that because they could not 
prove the reality of UFO's# the 
reality of UFO's could not be 
proved# The apparent Jealousy of 
the UFO phenomena had more to do 
with the limitations of the 
UFOlogist than with the UFO itself* 

A dramatic falsification of the 
Jealous phenomena hypothesis took 
place in 1981■ In the wake of a 
CE-2 in a French village. Hlthin a 
day of the sighting of a 
disc-shaped machine observed by a 
local nan# police were at the sight 
collecting soil samples and 
interviewing the witnesses# Hiihin 
days GEFAN (the French UFO 
organization) had the soil samples# 
In addition# the French UFO 
investigators had conducted their 
own investigation# At the 

conelusion of the inquiry# GET AN 
produced a report which documenic’d 


extraordinary and 

impossible-to-fake changes in 

vegetation at the sight# 

As UFO research enters into ils 
fifth decade# we find ourselves 
oddly back where we began# back to 
the E#T# hypothesis# back to the 
notion that the U.S# government 
might have all the answers# Only 
this time our evidence is better# 
our investigation more skilled# our 
picture broader in every way# 

The years ahead of us are full 
of promise and fraught with peril* 
I'm not suggesting anything 
sinister or paranoid# but simply 
saying as our understanding of the 
phenomena grows we are going to 
have to confront difficult 
questions and unsettling realities* 
He are likely to get our wish# we 
soon may know what UFO's are# but 
we may wish we hadn't# Yet for 
better or worse our long quest is 
almost over* 



Raymond H* Goeche-Researcher 
"Public Reaction to Allen ContactI 
A Study" 

The history of this study stems 
from reports by President Reagan 
about the idea that an 

extra-terrestrial might unite the 
two nations (US-USSR). As well as 
the release of the Mil-12 documents# 
I wondered how people would react 
to the possibility of 

extraterrestrial contact. 

My scenario: "The lead story on 
a major networks national news 
broadcast beginsf The United 

States government today reveals 
since 19^7 it has maintained a 
massive coverup concerning 
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unidervtif led flying objects t or 
UFO's» The government affirmed the 
eKlstance of these objects and 
explained their origin as 
inter-planetaryt Air Force 
intelligence officers# the 
Secretary of Defense and the 
Director of the National Security 
Agency stated that a crashed UFO 
and its alien occupants# apparently 
killed in the crash# Mere recovered 
in the Neu Mexico desert in July 
1917. 

The wreckage and bodies were 
transported to what is now 
Mright-Patterson Air Force Base for 
study* It was also disclosed that 
in 1919 another crashed ship was 
recovered# this time with ofie of 
its occupants surviving* This 
alien lived until 1952 during which 
time it was able to communicate a 
great deal of technological 
information to those individuals 
who were involved in its study. 

This data included information 
which enabled our government to 
establish electronic communication 
with other members of this race* 
Communication has been ongoing 
since the mld-195d's« 

In 1961 a fully operable craft 
was given to the United States. 
This took place at Holloman Air 
Force Base in New Hexico. The US 
has been conducting tests on this 
craft# including test flights since 
that time* The technology 
involved# however# is so advanced 
as to make it Impossible to 
reproduce at the present time* 
Here now is film footage released 
today depicting both the actual 
craft and the alien occupants**' 

This scenario was presented# in 
this form# to about 500 
psychologists and psychiatrists 
across the country. How would the 
public respond? There has been no 
solid evidence to predict how the 
public would respond* 

Panic# mass hysteria# and 
misinformation have been suggested 
by two reports which have been 
conducted in the past. There could 
be a threat to the function of the 
bodily poliiiCi Both of these 
reports were dated by the paranoia 
of the 1950"s and have little 


relevance today. 

Since no specific study of 
possible public reaction of 
extraterrestrial contact had 
previously been conducted and the 
above reference studies are to 
time-specific to provide a useful 
comparison for today. 

This present study was 
undertaken. It attempts to isolate 
specific areas of concern# both 
short and long term# and to 
anticipate and predict possible 
public reactions* 

There are three primary areas of 
concern with an event of this 
nature. Individual reaction# 
societal reactions# and political 
reactions* International responses 
must also be considered* 

Because of their intimate 
day-to-day coniact with all types 
of individuals and of necessity 
their close relationship and 
awareness of the problems facing 
our society today# mental health 
care professionals were chosen for 
this survey. In a random# blind 
study 175 of these scenario 
response sheets were sent to 
practicing psychologists and 
psychiatrists nationwide. 


66 of the 175 responded or 
roughly 16%. Participants were 
asked to read the scenario and rate 
on a scale of l-strongly disagree 
to S-strongly agree based on how 
the statement agreed with probable 
public response* 

1* People would respond with a 
*'so what?'* attitude* 17.65% said 
that would not occur* 

2. People would respond with 
great interest and curiosity# but 
not fear* 11% said that would be 
the case. 

3« Mass panic would occur* 23% 
said it would not occur * 29% 
leaning towards a yes response* 

1* Religious beliefs would be 
shattered* 35% said that would be 
the case. 

5. An authority crisis would 
occur. 11% s^id that would happen* 

6* Basic socio-political 
structures would collapse* The 
response was that it probably would 
r»Qt occur. 

7. Peoples sense of 
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eihno-cer^tricisw would increase 
dranaiicalt Host agreed that it 
would increase# 

8# The entitles would he given 
9od“liKe status# That probably 
would not occur# 

?« Financial chaos would result 
due to the culture shock # This 
could trigger a stock-narket crash* 
10# Clobal societal anit^ would 
result because hunanities 

scientific* religious# social * and 
political aspirations would becone 
obsolete# Agree# 

lit The effect on Mankind as a 
whole would ultinatel^ be as 
debilitating as the European effect 
on Native AMerlcan cultures* 
Agree* 

In the short tern# the^ feel we 
would handle the news rather well* 
The long tern# however # could 
produce problems *

raised for theology* The paper 
presents an analysis of Biblical 
references of the possible UFO 
phenonena and of theological issues 
inherent in the data# The paper 
also exanines governnent secrecy 
and its iaplications for UFO 
research and theology and argues 
the need for theological seninaries 
to consider religious inplications 
of UFO's. 

The covering letter was as 
follows* “As author of the book 
'The Bible and Flying Saucers' I 

have a continuing interest in the 
relation between UFO's and 
Christian theology* I an 

contacting leaders of seninaries 
throughout the US in asking then to 
fill out the enclosed questionaire* 
Return it to ne in the enclosed 
SASE* If you return this to ne* 
it's «y hope to use the response in 
a publication I am preparing* and 
trust that you would be willing to 
be quoted* 

In the Midst of your busy 
schedule I hope you find time to 
respond* Yours truly* Dr* Barry H* 
Downing*

reality froM another world?

Courts have blocked the release of 
hundreds of pages of UFO documents 
in the name of national security* 
Can you think of any negative 
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consequences for Christisn theology 
of a government policy of UFO 
secrecy?” 

During the early months of 1985i 
26 survey forns were returned to 
me* In retrospectf it was a mistake 
to say in a letter trust you 
would be willing to be quoted"» 
One response was that you are 
welcome to the info# but it is not 
for quote* 

The responses to question one 
(1> werel yes-11^ no-6r other-9* 

The responses to question two 
(2> were! There were a few who 
wrote "no" in answer to this 
question# or "not applicable"# but 
In general# this question received 
the most detailed responses* The 
responses fell into two broad 
caisgoriest The first was "Little 
or nothing would change in 
Christian theology" and "Our 
theological knowledge would 
undoubtedly be challenged and 
e>;panded". 

The responses to question three 
<3> weref yes-3# no-2(J# other-3* 

The responses to question four 
<^> weret yes-2# no-11# other-13* 

(The bulk of the paper presented 
by Rev* Downing was based on 
various data he had put together 
over a course of many years of 
research# through the various 
responses sent to him in regards to 
the survey# and much of his own 
insight into the various topics* 
Regreiably# space here does not 
allow for all the pertinent 
information to be presented* 

The remainder of this article is 
the closing statements made by Rev* 
Downing* ED*> 

I believe plenty of UFO evidence 
eKists# at least in Reter Cerstens 
courtroom sense* He have 
overwhelming proof that UFO's do 
e>:isi# but a community of faith 
should not need proof that UFO's 
exist in order to begin an 
investigation into what UFO stories 
are about* I would say there is 
much more proof for the existence 
of UFO's than there is to support 
many of the Biblical sto?ies that 
form the core of our Christian 
experience* 

When I find more seminary 


leaders asking for more proof about 
the existance of UFO's I find 
myself wondering on what basis they 
affirm the Apostle's Creed? 
Seminarles do not need more proof 
confirming the existence of UFO's# 
seminaries need to believe that UFO 
stories should be investigated and 
the implications of these stories 
must be weighed within the conteMt 
of our faith tradition* I do not 
know that this investigation nor 
where this investigation will lead# 
but I firmly believe we are years 
behind in beginning our theological 
journeyI

"Encounter at Buff Ledge: A UFO 
Case History" 

(This was a slide 

presentation) 

As we all realize# there is a 
kind of a unique situation with UFO 
abduction cases and first of these 
is that most cases represent only 
one persons report* Now# in the' 

better cases with more than one 
witness# multiple witness 

abductions experience nearly all of 
those. Family members and close 
friends are usually involved and 
this inevitably involves 

communication after the event* 

And# of course# with communication 
among friends and family members 
when they are possibly hypnotised# 
there is a risk of contamination* 
The contamination can take many 
forms# it could be altered 
memories# it could be unconscious 
or consciously borrowed details# 
and embellishment of the account* 
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Thvre are other problens yiih 
nultiple^yitness episodes t 
Sonetines onW one in the group of 
Mltnesses has been hypnotically 
regressed* Therefaret no 
confirnation of the clain* In 
other cases I one of the hypnotised 
nenbers of the group nay have 
failed to support the abduction* 

The first thing that I think 
nakes this case that I'n going to 
be relating today inportant and 
unprecedented is that neither 
individual in this dual-witness 
encounter connunicated with the 
other over a span of ten years 
between the conclusion of their 
sighting and the initiation of ny 
Investigation* Despite their being 
apart for ten years with periods of 
Hissing tine these two individuals 
reported^ under hypnosis» an 
abduction scenario that was shared 
in both riajor and nlnor details* 

The second thing that nay nake 
this unprecedented is that I 
believe ny five year investigation 
into the single case Makes it the 
Most thoroughly docunented single 
abduction case to date* 

This investigation included 
the following ihingsS Separate 
interviews with both priMary 
witnesses as well as sone potential 
secondary witnesses* The 
investigation included three trips 
to the site which was in Vemontt 
At the site I took photographs* 
hade Measurenents* angular 
MeasureMenis* Made Maps* and had 
one of the prinary witnesses 
reenact the case* It also included 
deterMining weather conditions and 
the position of bright celestial 
objects for the date and place in 
question* 

The investigation included 
twelve hours of taped hypnotic 
interviews* It included a search 
for additional witnesses and 
independent sightings in the 
general area* The case goes back 
to 1968* 

Mhen it was all over* after five 
years* My investigation had reached 
into twenty-three states and the 
District of ColuMbia* X had driven 
3200 Miles all across New England* 


and if that wasn't enough 1 took 
two and a half nore years to write 
a book on this with the sane title 
of this paper* 

The eKperience took place August 
7th, 1968* at a private suMner 
girl's caMp on Lake Champlain north 
of Burlington* Mernont* It was an 
isolated area* grassy slope 
surrounded by woodland on three 
sides and then on another side a 
bluff 15 feet high overlooking a 
strip of beach about half-a-Mile 
long and protruding fron the beach 
was an L shaped dock that went out 
for over a hundred feet into the 
lake* and that's where the 
encounter occured* 

The nane of the camp was Buff 
Ledge CaMp* it no longer eKists* 
Just a bunch of buildings stand 
there* I was able to find 11 
counselors fron the canp fron 1968* 
and seven canpers. 

One of the witnesses was a 16 
year-old boy from nearby 
Burlington* and I'm going to call 
hln Michael * The other witness was 
Janet* a 19 year-old Snith student 
froM southern New Hanpshire* 

Just after sunset the eKperience 
occured* I'm going to Mention 
Michael's conscience nenory of what 
happened first* Michael spotted a 
bright light in the southwestern 
sky 25-30 degrees up* At first he 
thought it was the planet Venus* 
All of a sudden* Venus swooped down 
in an arch. Both of then watched 
this* and as it swooped down it 
increased in size and changed its 
shape to a white glowing cigar 
shape* 

The object halted and 
iMMediately released three lights* 
one at a tine* fron below# These 
three objects put on an aerial 
display for about five Minutes* 
They got closer * and the 
cigar-shaped object left to becone 
a point of light* Michael said 
they seened to be doned discs* 
At the end of the five 
Minutes* the three objects went 
into a horizonal triangle* Two 
objects disappeared in opposite 
directions* with the third 

proceeding in the direction of the 
witnesses, 
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At this point# Hichael described 
seeing more details on this obiecit 
He said it had a revolving#^ 
rotating band of spectral light. 
It also pulsated in s^nc with a 
ver^j conp 1 icated sound. All at 

oncer the object shot vertically 
straight up into the sky and 
disappearedt 

The object reappeared and cane 
straight down# stopped nonentarily# 
and plunged into the lake. After a 
fey ninutes § the object cane out of 
the water» It noved very fast 
toward the dock and stopped 60 feet 
froR the end of the dock* 

He described it as being as big 
as a snail house# 40-50 feet 
across# It had a white glow all 
over it which even surrounded the 
done# Hichael could see two 
entities looking back at hin# 

Jpnet was frozen in a 
trance-like state# There was 
suddenly a telepathic connunicaiion 
between one of the entities and 
Hichael# He assured no ham* that 
they had cone fron a distant 
planet# that their race had nade 
earlier visits to Earth# and had 
returned after the first nuclear 
enplosions# 

The object had noved to within 
10 feet of the end of the dock* 
Hichael said he wondered what it 
would be like to be inside the 
object# As soon as he thought 
that# the object passed directly 
above hin* He junped to try to 
touch it and a conical light cane 
on# He felt weak# lost 

consciensnessf a feeling of soft 
lights in a dark palce# nechanical 
noises and alien voices# 

Other canpers cane into the 
area# but seened oblivious of the 
event# The object rose and flashed 
a strobe-like light across the 
canp# Two canpers <Susan and 
Barbers) were attracted to the 
light# or sonething# It then 
vanished in a natter of seconds# 

Hichael called Plattsburg Air 
Force Base to find an answer# The 
Air Force reported they had 
received UFO reports that night# 
They had gotten sightings# but had 
not conducted exercises# . The next 
day he told friends and relatives 


about the incident# but was 
rebuffed# He was unable to talk to 
Janet about the incident# fearing 
trauna on her part# She wanted to 
talk to hin# but didn't know why. 

The canp closed a few weeks 
later and they went their separate 
ways# Over the years Hichael 
sought to repress the CE-3. 
However# he had dreans of being on 
board the object# Ten years later 
he went public# 

Hichael contacted ne and told 
the whole story# I told hin he had 
to find Janet for confirnation of 
the story# She was eventually 
found and talked to# She had 
renenbered the incident# but not 
very clearly* I set up a tine and 
place for a neeting# but was very 
careful as to what conversation 
took place between the two* 
Hichael had already undergone a 
hypnosis session and clained to 
have been abducted* 

Janet agreed to be hypnotised on 
her next visit to ne# Hichael 
underwent five sessions# Janet 
underwent three# Both accounts 
were quite sinllar* 

They both describe being on 
board the object# seeing aliens # 
and being able to recall details in 
which sone sort of exanination was 
taking place* 

Hichael clained vivid recall of 
his experience and responded in 
great detail# Janet had no 
knowledge that Hichael had reported 
an abduction* Under hypnosis# she 
gave sinilar descriptions described 
by Hichael# 

The existance of a conputerized 
panel was described by both 
witnesses# This is one of the nost 
pronising corroborations of the 
incident# Both told virtually the 
sane story without conferring with 
each other and without any 
proMpting on the part of the 
hypnotist# I naintain that we 
recovered original nenory traces# 

I found both Susan and Barbera 
and independently said that they 
recalled the incident# They 
described sinilar accounts# but 
neither renenbered seeing Michael 
or Janet at the scene* 

There is no substanti^iiion of 
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the sightings Susan or Barbara^ 

as wall as 3 third possibre 
wltness-'Elaine* Speculation is all 
that eKists that the three 
witnesses viewed sonething on the 
sane night* 

EToth witnesses were tested and 
found to have seen a possible UFOt 
but neither person can be confirmed 
to have been abducted* Hichael 
life chariged drastically after the 
sighting^ and his career has varied 
greatly« Janet# however# continued 
in her education# pursued a career 
and has becone preoccupied with 
fanily life and has forgotten the 
UFO incident* 

In ny Judgement# the probability 
is high that Hichael and Janet 
experienced a real external event 
of unknown origin*

'*An Update on the I1J-12 Qocunents*' 

I've been involved in the MJ^IZ 
investigation for six years* I 
consider nyself to be a skeptic* 
I'm not a nenber of any UFO 
organizailorit It was ny insistence 
that we bring in Media personal at 
a very early stage of the gane to 
confirn as a disinterested third 
party that there was confirnation 
who we were dealing with was inside 
the intelligence conriunity and not 
Just soneone we ^wanted to say was 
inside the intelligence conMUnity* 

The story reported by the 
contact personal was outside my 
range of expertisBi Bill (Hoore^ 
and I are the only ones in contact 
with the inf or Merits* We needed to 


deierMine Many of the perspectives 
of this case* Was it a hoax# why 
would soMeone benefit f fom this? 
The total nunber of inforMative 
operatives is up to ten# six of 
then being Major* 

We Made the decision to play the 
rules of the intelligence 
operatives provided we didn't 
violate any Journalistic ethics# 
any legal ethics# or Moral ethics 
in the process* 

We were critized for holding the 
MJ-12 doccments so long# but it was 
for good reason* Before you 
release any infornation you need to 
exaMine the evidence* Also# it 
tells us who else has the sane 
Material * 

If we believe what we're told# 
that the HJ-12 docuMenis are real# 
it exists autonoMous of the 
president of the United States* It 
is virtually a Mini-goverriMent 
within the govarriMent with sole 
responsibility for everything 
related to the subject area* 

So when we talk of coverup# what 
do we talk about? They comp in 
Many different shapes and colors. 
If you accept the prenise that the 
Roswell crash as being real# and 
the governnent cane in iMMedlaiely# 
the only responsible thing the 
governnent could do would be to 
cover it up* Not coverup in the 
sense to hide it fron everybody# 
but get control of it# deierMine 
what is going on# deternlne who is 
it going on with# is there a threat 
to naiional security# and what is 
national security? 

FroM the beginning it looks as 
if they did set up a Hajesiic-12# 
with twelve very high level 
individuals with very high level 
staffs# and begin the exanination 
of this Material* It still appears 
to be valid inforMation* 

Next you need to set up a 
prenise* First is that you accept 
this docuneni for what it is* So 
let's see if we can prove that it 
is what it says it is# or can we 
disprove it? Short of soneone in 
the governMent coning forward# and 
that night be in the works very 
shortly# I can't authenticate a 
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docuhentr but I can find out a lot 
of things about it■ What you can 
prove ist is it a fraud? To this 
day nothirig has surfaced to prove 
that it is a hoaK or a fraud* 

The bottom line is can you prove 
it? That is the Mhole precise of 
our work* Bringing in news nedia 
was a beginning* It gave us the 
disinterested third party* To this 
day we have received not one nickel 
by this* Me have been accused of 
perpetrating a hoa;^* but we have 
nothing to gain by this* We have 
everything to lose by it• 

The biggest factor that often 
cones up is why doesn't the 
governnent tell us? You've got to 
understand sonethlngr we're dealing 
with the biggest secret the world 
has ever known* That the systen 
was set up so thoroughly that 
access to this naterial was buried 
so deep within a labyrinth that you 
sinply don't walk in a roon and get 
the naterial and walk out with it* 

We have heard various nethods 
with which photographs can 
sonetines be viewed through a netal 
tube which is designed in such a 
way that you can't re-photograph 
naterial through the tube* 
Docunents are many tines treated in 
such a fashion you can't photocopy 
then t they will burn on the 
nachine* 

Early on I said why get into 
argunents with skeptical people at 
UFO conferences? We had to accept 
the possiblity of failure. What 
interested ne was the caliber of 
the individual we were initially 
dealing with# 

I look at it with the critical 
eye of a TU news story# I 
eventually want to go on the air 
with the story# How can X go on 
the air with this story? Obviously 
we need the evidence* Parts of 
crafts $ still photographs § 
extensive footage ^ and the 
possibility that one of those 
little buggers lives here and is 
under a controlled facility.

"The Gulf Breeze Case*' 

(This is a slide presentation) 

To share 

the Gulf Breeze case with you 
tonight is very interesting* We 
have put a disclaiaer in every 
issue of the HUFOW UFO Journal In 
the past few nonths* W e started in 
Harch and have had an article each 
nonth about this case because 
what's unique about thisr in the 30 
or 40 years we've been around this 
field this is the first tine we've 
ever had a case that's of a 
continuing nature* It started 
November 11th and we have 
photographs up to Hay ist# 

The witness to the affair and 
his fanily have been very 
cooperative! the news nedia in the 
Pensacola-Gulf Breeze area have 
just been outstanding* They broke 
the news and had a copy of Bruce's 
speech on Honday and they released 
it this past Thursday* 

Where is Gulf Breeze# Florida? 
It's up in the Horihwesi part of 
the state of Florida in the 
panhandle across the bay fron 
Pensacola* It has probably 2500 
residents# a sort of bedroon 
corthunity for Pensacola and Edwin 
Air Force Base in the area and a 
lot of retired people live in the 
area * 

We've Hade the disciaiHer that 
it's either the Host inportant case 
we've ever worked on or the Host 
fdntasticllyorchestrated hoax that 
would challenge Steven Spielberg to 
reproduce# 
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On the evening of Kovewber 11th 
<1987) Ed was sitting in his office 
dnd saw B gloy in the western 
yent o^«t to take a lookf went back 
in and got his Polaroid canera and 
started taking picturest 

The first picture he nade of the 
object is behind the tree* He used 
up the last four pictures in his 
canerat ran into the house and put 
in a fresh pack* You see a lot of 
spots on the pictureSf he was 
pulling flirt out of the camera and 
dropping them on the driuawa::l and 
when his wife came^ in shortly 
thereafter frort the grocery store 
she helped hin pick up the 
picturest He don't know if this is 
Just dust or defects in the film* 

After analyxlng the plctureSf he 
debated as to what to do with thertt 
He took thert to Ouane Cook* editor 
of the Gulf Breeze Sentinel * Cook 
was so impressed with the pictures 
that he published three of them* 

On about November 20thf Ed is 
alerted to what is going on by a 
humming sound* He stayed under the 
eave In the front yard* got a 
picture and heard a voice in his 
head speaking in SpanishI 
•'Photographs prohibited*“ He took 
them anyway* 

December 2nd about 3dm * Ed was 
awakened by a hum* then heard a 
baby crying* In his back yard he 
took another photo* At 3115 he 
heard the hum* got a *36 special 
and went to the french door* He 
saw an entity looking back at him* 
He screamed and jumped back* He 
tried to chase it* but was stopped 
by a blue beam from the object* 

December 5th about 5*45art Ed saw 
a different type of craft about 
20-30 feet above the ground* The 
light configuration of the craft 
was different# There were to be 
about four variations of the 
crafts* 

December 17th there are a series 
of pictures from about one a*rt* 
The hum awoke him and he took 
Pictures with the flash on * This 
illuminates pampas grass nicely in 
the picture# Later he saw the 
craft hover in the field behind his 
home* The object hovered two or 
three minutes then look off and 


came right toward him* It went 
directly over hin and Ed got a 
photo of it* 

December 22nd* about 8*15 pm he 
heard the hum# He had seen 
nothing* but another person dropped 
off some photos to the Sentinal on 
the 23rd* They were very similar 
to the objects filmed by Ed* 

These photos and the ne^st by Ed 
indicated three objects as opposed 
to one* The night of Dec* 27th# a 
man came over to Ed's house* He 
wanted to see what Ed was seeing* 
Hhen he arrived# Ed's wife told hin 
it was here* No photo was mcde 
that night# but the nan saw the 
object * 

The man got one and one-half 
minutes worth of video film of the 
object moving from Ed's yard to 
another and back again* 

Don Hare and Charles Flanagan 
wanted to talk to Ed because this 
looked like a fantastic case* Don 
is the state director for Florida* 
They met with hin on Jan* 7th for 
four hours and were shown all the 
pictures* 

The investigators gave Ed a 
special 3-D camera and the photos 
taken were developed under special 
conditions with witnesses and 
media* The photos came out showing 
something* It wasn't reported as a 
UFO# but there was something* 

Budd Hopkins had encouraged Ed 
to take a polygraph test* He 
agreed and had one done* The 
operator grilled Ed for hours 
because the answers were 
surprising* Ed took another test 
and passed it as well* The 
operator thought the equipment 
wasn't working# but everything 
checked out all right* The purpose 
of the ei^amination* To verify the 
authenticity of photographs# 
personal sightings# eKperiences# 
and general information supplied by 

Hr* - concerning bis experiences 

with UFO's since Nov# 1987* The 
pretest interview# and this is the 
result of the examination# fall in 
two separate multiple charts 
specific issue eKaminatioris* there 
were no specific psychological 
reactions of a deceptive nature 
noted to any of the viewed test 
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questionst General areas of

March 20th an object showed up 
in the northern sky* The canera 
was set up on the steps of his 
porch* A photo was taken which

Budd Hopkins reentered the 
picture and tried to talk to Ed 
about hypnotic regression* He was 
unable to do so with all the work 
being done to back the case* One 
of the things he did do during that 
occassion was to take Ed's daughter 
aside* because she was a witness to

privatelyI without hesitating for a 
nonent* exactly what transpired 
during the blue bean that she saw

Budd's connent was that this nan 
called Ed would have to be a

Miih the new caoera on May 1st 
Ed was out at Shoreline Park again 
and got a shot of the object* This 
one seens to be the sane object 


observed with the Ninslo (3-D) 
C3Hera« He took the first shot and 
as he was reaching over to take the 
second shot* the area whited-out* 
Nothing shows on the left eahera* 
He BMoke an hour and a half later 
in the sand with bu«ps on his head* 
Ed agreed to take a cat-scan to 
look for sone sort of inplant which 
nay have been put into his head*

Nothing has happened since Hay

Walter has said it is the nost 
inportant case in recent history* 
X should like to point out that 
it's inportant whether it's a hoan 
or the real thing* It's different 
even fron all hoax cases that we 
know* In particular we're 
interested in the multiple photo 
fron the past* If it's a hoax we 
are going to learn of a new type* 

In previous cases where people 
have clained nunerous contacts* 
with or without nunerous photos* 
the people have generally said the 
space brothers or whatever* have 
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given we the true clue and I have 
written dowri the true clue what is 
the philosophy that hunanity should 
follow* Here it is in a book# here 
it is in a bunch of papers» etc* 
In other words f eonnunication frort 
the E*TfS via this person* 

But- in this case we have a 
person who clsins to get contacts 
which say virtually nothing 
pertaining to philosophy* Very 
Hlninal InforMaiion transfer in 
this case* 

HoaKer cooperates with 
investigators while events are 
going on and even accepts a canera 
which is stacked against a hoax* 
That neans that the guy is 
supremely confident in his ability 
that he can take a photo or several 
photos with a canera he knows 
virtually nothing about* 

In the past we find the person 
taking the photost coning up with

Hoax photos show a non-classieal 
UFO object* 

Hoaxer ' ^denies i ‘ acceptable 
physical evidence* Halt nentioned 
the ring in the field* This would 
be a prenier chance for a hDaxer to 
clain physical evidence* Mr* Ed 
was different* He said the ring 
was over therep but I can't say I 
ever saw anything over the ring* 
The objects were always over here* 
Hoax photographs show a 

considerable degree of 

sophistication in terns of 
background natchingp conplex neans 
of double exposing techniquesp etc* 
Including ability to fake parallax 
using a stereo canera* 

Not only is the hoaxer a great 
photographer * he is also a great 


actor* He should get an acadeny 
award for showing a nan iornented 
by aliens while being videotaped by 
the editor of a local paper* 

Hoaxer nanages to select the 
exact beginning of a local flap for 
his first pictures and nanages to 
tenporarlly enbed his sighting 
reports within a tine of a local 
flap* 

Hoaxer Is able to pass a double 
lie detector test given by a 
skeptical polygrapher• 

These are characteristics of a 
paradign for a new type of hoax* 

If it's not a hoaxp we're going 
to learn sonethlng toop of course* 
I don't know what we're going to 
learnp but I'n asking questions one 
night ask based on the assunption 
that it isn't a hoax* Has this a 
failed abduction? This is a 
tenetIve hypothesis on ny pari* In 
the first instance on Nov* 11th 
when after taking five photos he 
clains he was zapped by a blue bean 
that picked hln upp the inplication 
being that he was going to go up 
into the craft and all of a sudden 
he is dropped* He don't know why* 
but one can conjecture that had the 
craft been successful on Nov* 11th 
none of the rest of the stuff 
would've happened* 

His fanily and one friend saw 
objects at the sane tine Ed did* 
There were several instances when 
other people potentially could've 
been witnessesp but weren't* Hhy 
did “they'* try to trick Ed Into the 
open to do sonethlng to hin? There 
were several instances where "they*' 
were trying to get hin* For 
exanple with that little creature* 
The creature ran back off of Ed's 
porch out into the field and the 
inplication is that they wanted Ed 
to follow the creature and of 
courser he did and got zapped by a 
blue bean* 

Hhat is the nature of the blue 
bean? He have sone very 
interesting photographs of it* 
There ere physical effects on the 
ainosphere or sonething that's 
glowing* He don't know what it is* 

What is the nature of the white 
bean? Why is it stopped by netalp 
i*e* the netal of the truck? 
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Hhy were there so nany other 
uitnesses in the Gulf Breeze area 
when all these thlnQs were ^oin^ 
on? And I raise the questionf did 
"the^*' 9 et sloppy with a cloaking 
devise while trying to get Ed? 

What is the nature of the 
connunication nethod which is used 
by '’then”? How is it that people 
clain to get cowHunication right 
into their head? 

Did "they" finally get Ed on May 
if and does this explain the sudden 
drop of UFO reports in the area? 

Hell# X have nade fiy pr el ini nary 
renarks which are to point out that 
it's an extrenely inporiant case 
whether it's a hoax or a real 
thing* 

CThe renainder of the talk by 
Dr# Haccabbee was a slide 
presentation and analysis of the 
different photographs taken in the 
Gulf Breeze UFO case* ed*>

There are certain kinds of 
issues that should be brought up 
that we often don't let ourselves 
see that we're naking the progress 
that we're naking* I want to talk 
about sone of the good things that 
have happened in Just the past 
couple of years since our 
conference in Washington* First of 
all# X know that people felt a 
little odd about the Billy Heier 
case as its produced that was dealt 
with in the Gary Kinder book and of 
course there's a lot of confusion 
in the Streiber case in his bookr 


and ny book all coning out at once* 
X think the basic end result was 
actually helpful to the UFO field 
despite the problens on various 
sides in that particular 

conjunction of three books* 

I think that what has happened 
is that we have nade a trenendous 
progress with getting this issue 
out as sonething that can be 

seriously studied by scientists# by 
nedical people* Xt has helped to 
have those three books out together 
despite the problens and I think 
that we have noved onto a new plane 
of acceptance of this crazy 
business that we're looking into* 
Since the book cane out and 

since all these events have taken 
place I've been interviewed nany 
tines and asked to appear on 
prograns* I have only had perhaps 
three really bad experiences 
through all that tine with any 
interviewer or press person where X 
was dealing with a real bigot* 

The point being that we are not 
laughing stocks* It isn't 

sonething that people autonaiically 
nutter "National Inquirer" whert 
they hear this* It is actually 
being taken seriously by the nost 
serious aspects of the press* X 
feel we should congratulate 
ourselves for all this nutual work 
which we've done on the subject* 

One of the things I wanted to 
have happen is happening* That is 
that nedical people are coning 
forward* Psychiatrists# 

psycologists# and others who have 
been extrenely interested in this 
and are willing to help* We are 
now setting up# very slowly# a 
network 1 have long wanted to set 
up which involves nedical and UFQ 
personnel* In Gulf Breeze we have 
3 psychologist who is doing 
hypnotic regressions and working 
with abductees in that area* So he 
is now an official resource* 

Winston Salen# North Carolina# 
we have a neurologist and a very 
fine psychologist working with 
investigators there* Washington 
DC# we have a group of 
psychologists down there who are 
working with the local 
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investigators and we have a whole 
ongoing network in that area* 
Philadelphia# PA with Dr* Jacobs 
and his vast staff down there* New 
York Cit^i I have a psychiatrist 
and a psychologist who are helping 
in investigations there. Boston# 
Toronto# Seattle# San Francisco# 
Los Angeles# and so forth* 

The next thing I want to Mention 
is a new development which is quite 
disturbing in the abduction 
phenomena* That is the coning to 
light of many abductions involving 
children and even infants* I have 
been very noved to receive phone 
calls and letters and people coning 
over talking about sonething which 
seems to be happening to their 
two-and-a-^half year old# or their 
three year old# or whatever* To 
give you an example# a woman called 
me from the New Haven area# very 
upset# her daughter of two years 
four months had been crying and 
having these terrible nightmares 
that there was somebody in the room 
with big eyes that was sort of 
going through the wall# coning in 
and out of the closet# a monster# 
and so forth* She insisted it was 
a dream and told the child to calm 
down* She said the next day after 
each one of these incidents# which 
were not too frequent# the child 
would stay not more than three feet 
away from her and was terrified to 
be alone* She said#"! know when my 
child is really deeply frightened 
and she has been terribly 
frightened*" 

This went on and she then said 
that she awoke one morning# the 
mother I and said her child was 
running down the hall towards her* 
Directly behind the child# almost 
merged with her and a couple inches 
taller# was an alien which was 
almost pari of her* 

This is a bizarre image# but 
it's one that has occurred in other 
cases* She sat up in bed# the 
mother quite terrified staring at 
this and as the child ran into the 
room the figure stopped and began 
to more or less disintegrate* The 
mother grabbed her daughter and 
said "Who is that with you?" The 
child hadn't seen the figure at 


all* 

In the Gulf Breeze case# a woman 
who lives about two or three miles 
from Ed's house contacted the 
investigator's when I was down 
there# net the mother and we did 
some hypnosis and so forth* She 
has a child which is probably now 
Just about three and she said 
during the summer and fall the 
child would come tearing into her 
bedroom screaming# crying that 
there was a monster with big black 
eyes in the room* Thai he took her 
out one night# out of the room* 
I've forgotten the details# but it 
was something like he took her up 
into the sky# put her into a little 
plane or something like that* The 
mother said it was a bad dream# 
don't worry about it* 

The mother woke up and felt an 
electrical current pass through her 
body and was quite terrified# 
didn't know what was happening and 
she said that she looked into the 
doorway of the bedroom# which led 
directly into the kitchen# and 
there was a little figure standing 
there* She then said she went to 
sleep * 

Subsequently she took the child 
to the supermarket and saw the 
cover of my book* It looked like 
the figure she remembered and 
bought the book* The child began 
to cry and said "Thai's the monster 
In my room*" Hhen the TM aired a 
program dealing with the UFO 
sighting# the child saw the object 
and said# "That's the thing the man 
took me in*" 

I had a conversation recently 
with Dr* Carl Sagan* He were both 
on a television program in Boston# 
although we were not it for the 
same subject* He said to me "1 
read your book and 1 found it very 
intersting# but you've got to have 
better evidence *" 

I said# "Nell# you know# we've 
got to investigate to get the 
evidence* He have to take the 
problem seriously to look into iti" 

A friend who was with me asked# 
"Dr* Sagan# what sort of evidence 
to we need?" 

Dr* Sagan said# "Oh# a piece of 
the UFO*" 
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I said» if we had a piece 
of the UFO then we wouldn't need to 
investigater because we would have 
the proof *" 

He said# "EKtraordinar^ clains 
denand eittraordinary evidence#" 

And I 5aid» "It seens to ne^ Dr# 
SaganI if we have hundreds of 
eKtraordinarisinlliar reports in 
the abduction field where iin^ 
details repeat thenselves over and 
over again fron people who do not 
know the others accounts^ we have 
all of this photographic evidencei 
we have the ground traces which are 
as ^ei unenplainedr it seens to ne 
that all of that consitiiutes an 
extraordinary phenonena* It seens 
to mm that an extraordinary 
phenomena denands an extraordinary 
investigation*" 

* As I was leaving^ I waved at Dr* 
Sagan who said# "Let ne know when 
you have a really good case# we'll 
look into it*" 

Though conventional 
psychological theory cannot explain 
UFO abduction experiences# UFO 
abduction experiences can explain 
unconventiona1 p sychologlcaI 
behavior in the abductee* These 
encounters in UFO abductees usually 
begin in childhood# often as early 
as age three or four# and fron that 
tine on the abductee Is sonethlng 
in the position of a tagged 
specinen# picked up again and again 
over decades* Now what happens In 
these cases is that certain kinds 
of feelings result* The person 
later on has to deal with these 
feelings withoui understanding the 
nechanisns behind then* 

Nhen the person discovers he or 
she is an abductee all of 3 sudden 
all of this nagically falls into 
place and has a perfect kind of 
explalnation* The "skeleton key" 
in effect# of understanding one is 
an abductee# unlocks a lot of very 
strange kinds of behavior.

What I want to talk about today 
does very neatly dovetail with what 
Budd was talking about and that is 
basically how do people handle the 
abduction phenonena# what effect 
does it have on their lives# how do 
they neasure up to it in a sense? 

Hhat l*n going to do is to talk 
about a new phrase which I'n 
calling Post-Abduction Syndrone* 
Everybody knows that if you follow 
the abduction phenoiiena and the 
work that's been done on it over 
the years# that it's basically not 
sofiething people want* Host people 
who have had experiences don't just 
sort of sit around wishing that 
they would have then again* In 
fact# alnost invariably people 
who've had these experiences don't 
want then# didn't want then# and 
don't want then to happen again# 
wish they had never happened# and 
have no desire for recurrence* 

Physically# the abduction 
experience can leave people with a 
wide range of effects* He know 
about scars# that there are very 
severe eye problens that can cone 
about# nuscle pains# bruises# 
vaginal and navel discharges# 
genital disorders# neurological 
problens# pregency anonolies# 
ovarian difficulties# and mo forth* 

Hhat I would like to talk about 
today is the psychological effects 
the abduction problen has on 
people* A large nunber of people' 
have what I an calling 
Post-Abduction Syndrone* This can 
be defined prinarily as a 
nulticpliclty of synptons ranging 
fron ninor to debilitating 
psychological affects caused by 
unrecollecied abduction 
experiences* 

The severity of PAS varies 
greatly fron person to person* 
Many people are aware that they act 

sonetines* Host victlns of PAS can 
operate nornally in society# yet 
there are sone who are so anxiety 
ridden over these inexplicable 
thoughts that they have great 
difficulty functioning in a nor rial 
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nsnner # 

It's important to note that 
PAS also incur in people yho have 
not had abductions* Hdvin9 one or 
nore of the s^nptons does not 
necessarily nean that the person 
has been abducted* This is 

eNtrenely ifiportant* It has to be 
stressed that nany abductees are 
relatively uriaffected by the nyriad 
of psychological problems that 
abductions can cause * Hhat is 
significant is that nost abducteesr 
that ue are aware of» 

characteristically have one or wore 
of the PAS synptohs and it is 
critical to investigate each case 
individually to ascertain if the 
person has indeed been an abduction 
viciin* 

The rtost connon of all PAS 
problems are sleep disturbance 
problens* Sleep becomes a tine of 
fear and distress* They 

desperately need sleep * but cannot 
close their eyes because of sone 
undefinable fear* 

Hhen they do fall asleept they 
have great difficulty staying 
asleep* Naking up during the night 
thinking that sonething is going to 
happen* Hhen they do sleept they 
often have disturbing dreans* 

Hhen they go to another persons 
house* they find that ' they can 
sleep soundly* Yet* when these 
persons return to their own beds^ 
the sleep disturbances begin again* 

Fears and phobias are another 
frequently seen condition* 

SonetInes the fears that people 
develop as a result of this are 
annoyances that don't have nuch of 
an effect on peoples lives* Other 
tines these fears and phobias night 
be serious* even life changing 
problens* 

Abductees nay be entrenely 
afraid of being alone* They find 
they nust be with soneone at all 
tines* particularly at night* Not 
because of lonllness* but because 
they are scared that "sonething 
will happen if they are alone*" 

Sone abductees suddenly develop 
fear of a strech of road* fields* 
open spaces* places they have 
travelled a thousand tines before* 


Suddenly they don't want to go 
there ever* They will travel niles 
around to avoid that spot* 

Riding on escalators or 

elevators night provoke anxiety * 
fear * dread* Host of these vietins 
know they are involved in 
irrational fears• 

Ksny are seized with 

overwhelning panic when they nust 
go to a routine eKanination or even 
visit a friend in the hospital* 

They begin to have a generalized 
anxiety# and that can be tolerated* 
But' when the anxiety becones 
acute* panic disorder can plague 
the victin* 

Aninals with large eyes nay 
provoke great anxiety in then* 
It's connon for then to get a toy 
and the toy night be a bug-eyed 
nonsier * The toy lastsi about 
three-and-a-half seconds in the 
house before they get rid of it* 

Obsessions and phobias that 
relate to borderline science 
subjects are another connon exanple 
of PAS* A sudden obsession in 
UFO^Sf for instance* 

Others suffer extrene enotional 
reactions when they see pictures of 
aliens* alien drawings in books* 
The pictures night fill then with 
horror* yet they can't take their 
eyes off then* 

Unaware abductees often have 
bleed-through nenorles of strange 
and unusual events happening to 
then* They night suddenly renenber 
that they saw soneone at the foot 
of their bed* A drean they night 
not have renenbered for 20 or 30 
years night suddenly cone rushing 
back to then* 

These dreans are sonetines 
interpreted by the abductee as an 
out-of-body experience* That they 

sonehow left their body during the 
night* That they floated out of 
bed acconpanled by soneone they 
night interpret as a deceased 
relative or an angel* Or that they 
alnost had an OOBE* that they 
fought it and forced thenselves 
back down and it didn't happen* 

A few of then clain that they 
experience astral travel* They 
know that in sone Mysterious way 
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they have eKperienced a dialacaiion 
in locdtion* 

Other fears of PAS can surface 
relating to a relationship to 
babies and young children. They 
find that they don't like babies 
nuch. The entire birth process 
becomes a repulsion to theni Sone 
feel they were once pregnant# or 
gave birth. 

A young girl or boy nay be 
abducted# taken on board# every 
inch of their body touched# 
genitals nanipulated. Mhile this 
can be accepted by younger 
children# it can be severely 
enbarrassing as boys and girls 
approach puberty or are in their 
teenage years* All this can be 
psychologically shattering* 

Son© adults nay feel that they 
i^ere nolested as a child* They nay 
not know who did It# but they have 
this persistant feeling of 
nolestation* 

In less frequent scenarios the 
aliens night even urge the girl# 
who was going through puberty# to 
bpeed now that she can bear 
children* They night conjure up 
pictures# in an eleven-year-old# of 
hunans having senual Intercourse or 
they night flood her nlnd with 
clinical inages of the physical 
details of intercourse to Instruct 
her# and the sexual Inagery can be 
even nore destructive for the 
viciin* 

These anonelous dreani# 
experiences# and the depression 
that they engender can lead the 
abductee into a lifelong search for 
the answers to the questions that 
they cannot even fully femulate* 
To sone way they know that there Is 
a higher cosnic consciousness* 
They feel that they can connunlcaie 
with other people by nental 
telepathy* They feel that they can 
read people in a ninute* They Know 
that sonething has happened 
sonewhere along the line that has 
given then these abilities* 

In the past the only available 
nenu of e>^plainatlon has been in 
the psychic and religious 
connunitiesp and it is there that 
they have found sone sort of 


structure# no natter how tenuous# 
in which they can nake sense of 
their lives. 

Often their quest Is prinarily 
for reinforcenent that they are not 
nentally ill* They want to prove 
to thenselves that their feelings 
and bleed-through nenories are 
legitinate* That they are not Just 
fantasizing* 

The vast najority of 
professional therapists are not 
equipped to help then# even though 
they do their best for then* 
Standard therapy not grounded in 
the knowledge of what actually 
happened to the abductee rarely 
dissapaies their anxiety and the 
problen continues unabated* 

Once# however# after the 
abductee cones to realize the 
truth# there are a whole new set of 
concerns. These concerns are not 
necessarily pari of PAS# but they 
are exirenely inportant in and of 
thenselves* First problen for the 
aware Is Isolation* The abductee 
finds it very hard to tell anyone 
about his or her experiences* 
Usually the person the abductee is 
confining in thinks the abductee is 
nentally unstable* Ridicule and 
derision are connon for all 
abductees# while sone abductees 
friends sort of go along with the 
clains and honor the abductee for 
the sake of friendship* 

In general# all abductees nanage 
to cone to terns with these 
concerns and find a trusted friend 
or relative to believe then# or at 
least not to ridicule then* Still# 
they cannot freely discuss their 
experiences with Just anyone* 

The concerns.of the abductee are 
greatly alleviated during the 
period of nenory recovery* The 
conpetent research Investigator can 
help the abductee to overcone nany 
of the fears and problens 
engendered by the abduction 
experience and by the consequences 
of recovering their nenories* 

No natter how they handle the 
experience# all abductees have one 
thing in connon.**they are victinsp 
Just as surely as wonen who are 
raped are victins# or soldiers who 
are victins of Post-TraunatIc 
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Stress disorder! Crines have been 
connitied a99in5t theiif in a sense« 
Bui their tr auna is compounded 
because the^ are not allowed to 
remember it* They may have 
suffered many profoundly affecting 
events that are stored up in their 
unconscious minds* They are in 
pain* 

It is only through the 
techniques of competent hypnosis 
and therapy that the problem can be 
alleviated. Only a few researchers 
have learned enough about the 
abduction phenomena* hypnosis* and 
PAS* and are at the same time 
sensitive to the victims fears and 
concerns to be able to help then* 

Other abduction, researchers must 
learn to recognize and deal with 
PAS symptoms and in conjunction 
with qualified therapists make this 
an intregal part of the abduction 
investigation*

Keeping an ey© on the sky can be 
both rewarding and e>:citirjgt 
Knowing about an event end watching 
it take place gives one a closer 
connection to the universe# Bui 
the best pert about it is that its 
free# Many different astronomical 
events take piece each year# Host 
go unnoticed end some are nisteken 
for UFO sightings* Lets take a 
look at what's ahead for the neKt 3 
months * 

Hers has been losing it's race 
eround the Sun as the Earthf with 
its faster inner orbits catches up 
with it this fell* This is the 
best opposition in 17 years and 
will be one of the finest to view* 
An opposition occurs when a planet 
is in the opposite direction from 
the sun* This year# however^ 
geometry plays an interesting role 
in this natter* Hers' orbit is 
more elliptical than the Earths* 
This causes Hars to be almost twice 
as close to us than the far side 
opposition*

Hars will appear as a bright red 
star low in the south this summer* 
A view through a telescope should 
reveal Hers' southern ice capi its 
pale reddish color and maybe some 
whispy dark features on its 
surface* Send storms are much more 
prevalent during Mars' closest 
approach to the Sun# Look for Mars 
in the constellation Fisces# II 
will shine at magnitude -2*8 at 
opposition September 28th* 

Saturn will also dominate our 
summer evening sky* Low in the 
south and shining at magnitude 
+0*2* it can be found near the 
crmstel 1 alioris Sagittarius and 
Scorpius. For a backdrop that you 


must see to appreciate* the center 
of our Milky Way stretches behind 
it* Using binoculars* one can 
easily spot the nearby Trifid and 
Lagoon Nebulas* These Nebulas are 
huge clouds of dust * gas and 
newborn starst 



Venus is our brightest planet* 
shining at magnitude * If 
Venus is low on the horizon and the 
air Is dusty or turbulent* Venus 
can waver* change color and even 
wink out for several seconds* Even 
the Moon appears larger and more 
orange when it's on the horizon* 
Venus and some of our brighter 
stars and planets are sometimes 
confused as UFO sightings when the 
atmosphere Interfere with their 
Image*

Venus is on a faster inner orbit 
than ourSf racing away from us 
until we're both on opposite sides 
of the Sun next April# Through a 
telescope the thin cresent of Venus 
should be visible In July* and by 
November Venus will be at gibbous 
phase* Look for Venus in the 
morning near Taurus and Gemini* 

Jupiter will also be a morning 
planet spending most of it's time 
between the bright star Aldebaran 
in Taurus* and the group of stars 
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called the Pleiades# Early risers 
should spot Jupiter easily as it 
shlfies at nagniiode -lt2 • Only 
nearby Venus Mill be brighter. 

High overhead^ sireached along 
the HilKy Hay are three bright 
stars that forn the sun«er 
triangle# Each star is actually in 
its own constellatiori# Vega# the 
bright blue-white one of the three 
is in Lyra the Harp# A little 
parallelogran of stars hangs beside 
it# Deneb is the end star In 
Cygnus the Swan <also called the 
northern Cross)* Altair is the 
bright star in Aguila the Eagle# 
Find the three stars of the surtner 
triangle and they will lead you to 
three proninent constellations of 
the sunner sky# 


This year the Autunn EquinoHi or 
first day of Fall# will occur on 
Septenber 22nd at B!32 UT 
(universal tine)* The Sun will be 
exactly above the Earth's equator 
and both henispheres will receive 
12 hours of sunlight# and 12 hours 
of darkness# Note also that the 
Sun will rise due East# and will 
set due Hest# This neans nore 
fender benders on those East-West 
roads during rush hour traffic# 
Historically the Equinox's and 
Solstice's were always celebrated# 
Today Host people are not aware 
that they occur# Take a noMent out 
of your busy schedule to recognize 
this natural phenonena#

This sunners neieor showers 
should be splendid# For a few 
nights before and after August 
IZthf you should see nany of the
